WASHINGTON — What makes an 
organic apple organic? 

For the first time, the government 
began answering that question by 
proposing rules Monday to help con- 
sumers get the all-natural foods they 
think they’re getting. 

“The rules are going to clear up the 
confusion that sometimes exists in the 
minds of consumers, processors and mer- 
chandisers about what is and what is not 
organic," said Agriculture Secretary Dan 
Glickman. 

But the regulations announced by the 
Agriculture Department drew criticism 
from environmental groups and organic 
farmers worried- that the rules aruld per- 
mit use of germ-killing irradiation, 
growth of genetically altered crops and 
spreading of sewage sludge as fertilizer. 

“These things have no place in organic 
food production," said Ken Cook, presi- 
dent of the Environmental Working 
Group. “The public should say no to 
them, too." 

Glickman said more public comment 
would be accepted before a final version 
of tho rules is issued in 1998. The govern- 
ment itself is already promoting irradia- 
tion to kill bacteria and genetic engineer- 
ing to improve crop yields and reduce 
use of chemical pesticides. 


“I have intentionally left open some of 
the more divisive questions,” Glickman 
told reporters. "I think it’s important to 
have a full national and international dis- 
cussion of this issue." 

Although differences remain on those 
points, the issuance of the promised rules 
is a milestone in itself: It has taken seven 
years, since the Organic Foods 
Production Act was first passed in 1990, 
to get tltis far. 

To gain an Agriculture Department 
seal, the proposed regulations require 
that raw products lie 100 percent organic 
and that processed foods contain 95 |>er- 
cent organic ingredients. 

Processed foods with 50 percent to 95 
percent organic content could lie labeled 
as “made with certain organic ingredi- 
ents,” while those with less than 50 per- 
cent organic content must specify the 
organic ingredients. 

The rules also set numerous standards 
for producing and handling the foods, 
including a requirement that cropland be 
free of prohibited pesticides for at least 
three years before harvest and a proliibi- 
lion on use of antibiotics or hormones to 
stimulate growth in livestock. 

‘Those selling or labeling products that 
do not meet the standards could l>o fined 
up to $10,000. 

The Agriculture Depart-ment will certi- 
fy states and private organizations to 
oversee the system, and states could 
- adopt their own tougher standards. 

For the fast-growing organic industry, 
the regulations finally validate their 
work as part of mainstream farming, no 
longer dismissed with scorn.

It also called for toughening 
basic training and physical fit- 
ness standards for both men and 
women; increasing the number of 
female trainers, and ridding the 
system of sexist and disparaging 
remarks about women from the 
training system. 

The report, commissioned by 
Defense Secretary . William 
Colten and due to he presented 
to him officially on Tuesday , is 
•certain to fuel the debate over 
the role of women in the military.

Children in the Deep South 
seized a rare opportunity to make 
snowmen and throw snowballs 
Monday before sun.sliine turned a 
record snowfall into puddles, 

“1 may pet a chan ce to make_ 
one more snow angel before it’s 
all gone," said 16-year-old Shayla 
Kirksey of Philadelphia, Miss. 

Thousands of youngsters in 
south-central Mississippi and a 
neighboring section of Alabama 
got the day off from school 
because of a weekend storm that 
— left snow 8 to 10 inches deup and-- 
iced roads. More than 4 inches 
fell in Alabama and part of 
Louisiana. 

The snowfall was a record for 
December and the heaviest in 
Mississippi since S.5 inches fell 
on Jan. 22, 1982. 

Central Mississippi often gets a 
little snow to play with once a 
winter, but it’s usually light — 
Jackson’s last measurable snow- 
fall was 0.7 of an inch on Dec. 18, 
1996 — and lasts only an hour or 
so. Tliis time, snow fell much of 
Sunday and overnight tempera- 
tures in the 20s meant some of it 
still covered the ground Monday. 

It was the first snow ever for 6- 
year-old Kaylee Perkins and her 
10-ycar-old brother, Brett, whose 
family just moved to the 
Birmingham, Ala., area last year 
from Florida. 

Kaylee and Brett bundled up 
against the cold and built their 
first snowman. 

“It was neat ," Bret t said. 

Tuscaloosa, Ala., even got an 
outdoor skating rink when sopho- 
more Matt Welt by hosed down 
ihe parking lot outside his 


University of Alabama dormitory 
so he and his friends could orga- 
nize a hockey game.

Temperatures climbed back 
above freezing Monday.

Meteorologists were reluctant 
to blame the snowfall on El Nino, 
the Pacific phenomenon that can 
have far-ranging effects on 
weather. 

“We basically don't attribute 
specific weather events to El 
Nino,” said Alan Gerard, a fore- 
caster with the National Weather 
Service in Jackson. He said mete- 
orologists believe El Nino affects 
overall weather patterns rather 
than individual storms.

Microsoft Corp. said Monday it

• held iiT contempt for violating a 
consent decree entered in 1995," 
said William H. Ncukom, 
Microsoft’s senior vice president 
for law and corporate affairs. 
When Jackson denied a Justice 
Department request to hold 
Microsoft in contempt, “the case 
should have ended there. 

"But on its own initiative, ... 
without giving Microsoft notice 
or an opportunity to defend itself, 

(the court) issued a preliminary 
injunction." 

The 1995 court order resolved 
an earlier Justice Department 
lawsuit accusing Microsoft of 
engaging in anti-compctitivc 
practices by pressuring personal 
computer makers to pre-install 
Windows programs on their PCs. 

During the appeal, Microsoft 
said it plans to comply with 
Jackson’s ruling by letting com- 
puter makers sell a version of its 
Windows operating software that 


doesn’t include the browser soft- 
ware. But Microsoft said it also 
trill continue to make versions of 
Windows that include the brows- 
er software.

Privacy Surf Day," the FTC found that 8G percent were collecting 
names, e-mail and postal addresses and telephone numbers. 

But fewer than 30 percent collecting the data posted either a 
privacy policy or a confidentiality statement and only 4 percent 
required parental authorization before collecting the information, 
the commission said.

In an Oval Office ceremony, 
Clinton said Lee would have “full 
authority and support" to carry 
out Ills duties hut added: “I still 
look forward to striking the word 
‘acting’ from his title.” Lee was 
quietly sworn in a few hours 
later. • 

■ Lee’s nomination wound up at 
the center of a name-calling bat- 
tle about affirmative action 
between the White House and 
congressional Republicans. 

GOP foes argued that Lee’s job 
as Western regional director for 
the NAACP’s legal defease fund 
indicated he would enforce racial 
quotas, which are banned hy fed-

Asked about Hatch’s threats of 
retaliation; Sen.

Lee will serve both as acting 
civil rights chief and counselor to 
the attorney general for civil 
rights enforcement.

Justices affirm trial court discretion over expert testimony 


WASHINGTON (AP). — In a closely 
watched product J inbility case, the Supreme 
Court said Monday appeals courts usually 
must defer to federal trial judges’ decisions 
on whether to allow scientific expert testimo- 
ny. 

The 8-1 ruling threw out part of a Georgia 
electrician’s lawsuit that contends exposure to 
harmful chemicals contributed to his lung 
cancer. 

The justices said an appeals court should 
have upheld a judge’s decision to bar expert 
testimony offered by Robert K. Joiner in his 
lawsuit against General Electric, 
Wesringhuusc Electric and Monsanto. 


Appellate courts can reverse such rulings in Joiner’s case "failed to give the trial court 
only when the trial judge’s decision was an the deference that is the hallmark of abuse of

Opposition silent over Iran’s call for dialogue 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — The 
Iranian president’s ■cntl'foi ctns-r 
U.S. ties was met with silence 
Monday from Iran’s hard-line rul- 
ing clergy — leaving in doubt 
whether they tacitly approved 
the move or were pr«paring to 
wreck it. 

President Clinton said he was 
"quite encouraged" hy the offer. 

The clergy’s newspapers 
reported President Mohammad 
Khataoti’s offer, hut without com- 
ment — a glaring departure from 
their past record of attacking any 
sign of an overture to the United 
States. 

Many Iranians, however, saw 
that as a lull before the storm. 

They warned that Khatami 


may .have misjudged the 
unflinching opposition of the mul- 
lahs, led hy spiritual leader 
Ayatollah Ali Khamenei, to a rap- 
prochement with the United 
States. 

"I think it really is lime to end 
our problems with the United 
States," said llassan Rastgou, a 
25-year-old university studcni. 
“But in calling for closer relations 
with Americans, Mr. Khatami is * 
too far ahead of the rest of Iran’s 
Islamic government." 

Khamenei and his colleagues 
rarely speak with the foreign 
media, and their views are only 
rejxnied through such loyal hard- 
line newspapers as the Jomlmri 
Island, Qods, Resalat and Kayhan. 


Since taking power in the 1979 
Islamic revolution tliaTdustethire"" 
U.S.-backed Shall, Iran's govern- 
ment has lost no opportunity to 
revile the United States, which it 
calls "The Great Satan." The rev- 
olution-era slogan, "Death to 
America!" is still chanted in class- 
rooms across the country. 

But at a news conference 
Sunday, Khatami offered a strong 
gesture of reconciliation. 

/Asked about his views on open- 
ing talks with the United States, 
he said: “I take this opportunity 
to pay my respects to the great 
American people, and hope to 
have a dialogue with the 
American people and about the 
United States in the not too dis- 


tant future'.*’ 

In Washington, Clinton said lie - 
was “quite encouraged by the ... 
statement, and I think the 
American people should be" too. 

“I would like nothing better 
than to have a dialogue with Iran, 
as long as we can have an honest 
discussion of all the relevant 
issues," Clinton told reporters 
Monday. He defined those issues 
as the sponsoring of terrorism, 
opposition to the Middle East 
peace process and the acquisition 
of nuclear, chemical or biological 
weapons.

Researchers have found etc- 
‘ vated pesticide concentrations in 
and around farm homes, and dis- 
covered that children whose par- 
ents work with pesticides are 
ptnre likely to suffer leukemia, 
brain cancer and other afflic- 
tions. Hut to tlie great frustration 
of advocates and concerned par- 
ents, nobody has ever been able 
to draw a direct line connecting 
pesticides and children’s cancer. 

"There is data there,’' Dr. 
Moses says. "The problem is, it’s 
not sock-it-to-me data." 

There are just hints, disturbing 
clues, that something in the envi- 
ronment must he hurting chil- 
dren. 

Nationally, acute lymphoblas- 
tic leukemia is up 10.7 percent 
over die past two decades, pedia- 
trician Philip Landrigan said 
recently at a meeting sponsored 
by the Environmental Protection 
Agency. Brain cancer is up 30 
percent. Osteogenic sarcoma — a 
type of bone cancer — has gone 

- up 50 percent, and testicular can- 
cer is up 60 percent in men 
under 30.

Baltimore study, children with 
brain cancer were 2.3 times more 
likely than healthy children to 
have been exposed to pesticides 
at home.

It would have been belter for 
the children in the fields, said San 
Francisco pediatrician Moses, if 
farm-worker rather than con- 
sumer safety were the focus of 
America’s strongest pesticide law. 

“You protect the worker in the 
workplace, I guarantee you pro- 
tect the consumer in the market- 
place," Moses said. "The other 
way around doesn’t work." 


In western Minnesota, epi- 
demiologist Vincent Garry found 
an elevated rate of birth defects 
among children bom to licensed 
pesticide appliers. 

“In western Minnesota they 
use a lot of fungicides on the 
wheat,” Garry says. 

But that doesn’t mean fungi- 
cides are causing titc additional 


birth defects. More research 
needs to he done to find out why 
being bom to a pesticide applier 
in western Minnesota gives a 
child a two to three times greater 
chance of having birth defects. 

“What we’re seeing are good 
correlations,” Garry says. "But 
correlation and cause arc two 
different things.”

Think horrific 
policies and tile just completed 
"global warming” suinmil at Ky- 
oto comes to mind.

-cr to be loss frequehr because of (calcular- 

ed) reduced cquator-to-polc temperature 
gradients. In fact, the frequency and inten- 
sity of hurricanes have decreased over the 


past 50 years, although the reason for this — 
is not known." -~ 

Singer also suggests dial fears about ris- 
ing sea levels are overstated, because “new 
research indicates dtat increased ocean 
evaporation (due to warming) would lead 
to more rain - and dierefore to more ice ac- 
cumulation in the polar regions. As such, 
sea levels may actually drop.” So, even if 
global warming were proved true, which it 
lias not been, it could be beneficial, not 
, detrimental, according to Singer. 

He is not alone in diis view, but when 
global-warming opponents attempt to 
speak, they are mostly ignored or, as on a 
recent "Nighdine" broadcast, put down by 
the usually fair Ted Koppel as ignorant 
members of die Flat Earth Society.

Errant cruise 
missile posed 
little threat 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - 
Utah and Japanese physicists 
never were in danger from a 
cruise missile that struck a cos- 
mic-ray ohse rva tor y at Dugway 
I’rovingGrouncT^ 

One of the researchers now 
says the scientists had been told 
that the observatory, at western 
Utah's Cedar Mountain, was off- 
limits to them beginning last 
Tuesday — the day before the 
accident. 

Aftcr the missile damaged the 

observatory’s control trailer on 
Wednesday, some of the physi- 
cists expressed concern about 
their safety during future missile 
tests at the Dugway site. 

Initially, there had been spec- 
ulation that researchers weren't 
at the observatory site when the 
accident happened because the 
moon is too bright this time of 
month for observing flushes in 
the sky created by incoming cos- 
mic rays. 

However, U of U physicist 
Pierre Sokol sky said that 
because of missile testing, “the 
Cedar Mountain site was off-lim- 
its to us" starting last Tuesday. 

"There was never any possibil- 
ity that the cniisc missile would 
have caused bodily injury to us 
or the Japanese,” he said. 

Sokolsky said Air Force offi- 
cials called him Saturday to 
express concern that physicists* 
comments about their safety 
might be misinterpreted to 
imply they could have been at 
the site and subject to possible 
injury when the accident hap- . 
pened. 

- -The AGM-129 advanced cruise 
missile flew over the test range 
for more than three hours before 
it slammed into the trailer two 
miles northeast of its target. 

The missile missed the seven 
$850,000 cosmic ray telescopes

Tarkanian, currently thc,head coach 
at Fresno State, was head couch at 
UNLV from 1973 until he resigned 
under pressure in 1992. Tile NCAA wns 
investigating the school’s basketball 
program at the time. 

Tension between the -NCAA an‘d 
Tarkanian dates to the late 1970s, when 
the UNLV basketball program was 
placed on two years' probation for 
recruiting ’ violations. The NCAA 


ordered the* school to ‘ suspend 
. Tarkanian for two years, hut he got a 
court order Working the action. 

Tarkiinian sued the NCAA - litigation 
that ended when the Supreme Court 
. threw out the case and ruled in 1988 
that the athletic body acted as a private* 

authorin' in its dealings with him. 

A subsequent skirmish between 
...Tarkanian and the NCAA reached the 
nation’s highest court in 1994, when tile 
justices turned away the coach's effort 
to reinstate 'an invalidated Nevada law 
■ that bud protected him and others' at 
UNLV accused of violating NCAA rules. 

Lower courts had ruled that the 
Nevada law interfered too much with 
interstate commerce. 

This appeal challenged a Nevada' 
Supreme Court ruling that allows a law- 
suit against the NCAA and two of jts 


officials by Tarkanian and his wife, Lois, 
to proceed in a Clark Comity court. . 

NCAA lawyers said not transferring' 
the case to a state court outside Las 
Vegas violates the association’s right to 
an impartial jury. 

“Tlte depth and magnitude of the bias

m unity’s 25-year love affair with 
Tarkanian," the appeal said. 

“The prejudice against the NCAA is .. 
the result of Tatlfimian's skirmishes 
with the rules governing the eligibility 
and financial aid of his student-ath- 
letes." 

Lawyers for the Tarkanians urged the 
justices to reject the appeal. “The facts 
show that any publicity regarding this 
suit has not only diminished, it lias liter- 
ally disappeared," they said.

Attempted murder suspect kills himself

TWIN FALLS - An 18-year-old boy 
charged with attempted murder has 
killed himself in jail, deputies say. 

Jeff A. Price, of Idaho Falls hung him- 
self in his cell at tire Twin Falls County^ 
Jail early Monday morning, the Twin 
Falls County Sheriffs department said. 

Price was housed alone in a two bunk- 
cell, jail records say. He hung' himself 
with bed sheets from the top hunk in his 
cell between cell checks by jailers, the 
sheriffs report said. 

Jail personnel found Price and called 
an nmbulance at 1:10 a.m. Jailers 
attempted (o revive Price, and he was 
taken to Magic Valley Regional Medical 
_Cenjcr, \yherc_ l^e wasJater pronounced 
dead. 


The death is being investigated by 
Jerome County Sheriffs Department. 

Price was one of three teenagers 
charged with plotting to murder Dean 
Cronmiller of Buhl. Cronmiller’s daugh- 
ter and her boyfriend planned to kill 
Cronmiller, take his car to Lis Vegas 
and marry, Buhl Police reports say. 

Price and his friend Christopher 
Bleak, 19, of Idaho I-alls, were visiting 
Evia Cronmiller, 16, of Buhl Nov. 16. 
Bleak and Cronmiller had met while 
Cronmiller visited her mother in Idaho 
Falls, itnd had known him about 6 
months. 

Price hit Dean Cronmiller in the head 
with a shovel handle, hard enough to 
break the handle but tun to kmlck the 
man out, the police reixirt said. Bleak 
-and Evia.Cronmillw-w«r«-oggjn|!-PriCe — 
on, the report said. 


The case was initially investigated as 
an aggravated battery, but Price told 
Buhl detectives about the plan.

But Sandy, and others senators who 
attended, defended the trip as o way to 
learn about other states’ plans for elec- 
tricity deregulation, water, trade, edu- 
cation and other issues. 

Sandy learned about Pacific Rim 
economies, which are important to 
Idaho agriculture exporters. He spent 
all his time inside convention halls, net- 
working and gaining new information 
on a range of issues, he said. 

Sandy and his wife, Robin, “stayed 
one extra day while I was there, .<nd 
that was the first time I saw the 
beach,” Sandy said. Spouses pay their - 
own travel expenses, by Idaho law.. 

. Sandy also is a member of a Council 
for State Governments committee that 
discusses railroad gridlock on a nation- 
al scale. 

“There still comes a point when you 
pretty much have to he there,'’ Sandy 
-saidT-ii-Y-ou-look-a rnu nd-and-I-da !»<►— 
doesn't have anyone on the commit- 
tees. If you don’t have anyone on the 
committees and you become isolated, 
what do you have?” 

The council is a nonpartisan group of 
public officials. Coalitions of legislators 
from -different states can be a potent 
lobbying force at the federal leVel.

Police chief hopes to fine-tune 911 dispatch service

TWIN FALLS - The Southern Idaho 
Regional Communications Center has 
generated plenty of dirty laundry for 
the city - and now Police Chief Lee 
DeVore is hoping to iron out the wrin- 
kles. 

In u presentation to the City Council, 
DeVore said Monday that he and other 
officials have agreed to changes that 
should enhance' dispatch service for 
Twin Falls police officers. 

Most of the changes won’t cost a dime, 
DeVore said, but the big-ticket item - 
on-board computers for every cop car - 
could run to hundreds of thousands of 
dollars.

In turn, tluit would reduce air traffic -. 
on the regional 91 1 system, DeVore said. 
That would be a boon to everyone, he 
added, because “the air, at limes, is too 
crowded.” 

As things stand, the Twin FalLs police 
depart mem is involved in 60 percent of 
the criminal culls handled hy the four- 
county emergency dispatch system, 
DeVore said. 

At leiist one vendor is eager to equip 
all city police cars with on-hoard com- 
puters for an extended trial, DeVore 
said. 

If the city opts to buy, the first unit - 
and its attendant software - would cost - 


around $200,000, said City Manager 
Tom Courtney. After that, additional 
units would cost less than $10,000 
apiece. 

Money to pay for the new equipment 
could come from cash reserves generat- 
ed by the city’s participation in the 
regional 911 system. Jf the city did its 
own dispatching, it would spend about 
•S275.000 per year, Courtney said; the 
city now pays about $200,000 per year 
for dispatch service. 

Keeping the police station open after 
normal business hours was another goal 
announced by DeVore. If a walk-in com- 
plaint can be handled in-house, the 
regional 911 center wouldn’t be contact- 


ed. 


The city will test the idea hy keeping 
the station open an additional 40-50 
hours, Monday through Friday, DeVore 
said. 

Other 911 changes outlined by 


DeVore include: 

• A frequency dedicated solely to 
Twin Falls police calls. 

• 24-hour access to the city’s own 
criminal records. 

• 24-hour teletype service, which 
means the 911 center will issue missing- 
person reports and stolen vehicle bul- 
letins, 

• “Differential response"-- which 
means 911 dispatchers could simply 
take information, but not dispatch any 
officers. 

• Hiring more dispatchers for the 911 
center. 

The center currently has 12 dispatch- 
ers, but it is now authorized to have as 
many as 20, DeVore said. The city will 
Iks involved in training new dispatchers, 
he added.

BONNERS FERRY <AP) — The 
FBI sniper who killed the wife of a 
northern Idaho separatist in a 
1992 standoff with authorities 
faces a state charge of involuntary 
manslaughter today. 

Boundary County Prosecutor 
Denise Woodbury filed the charge 
in August against Lon Horiuclti, 
an FBI marksman who was among 
scores of law enforcement officers 
who surrounded Randy Weaver’s 
culrin in August 1992. 

During the 11-day siege, 
Weaver’s wife, Vicki, was shot and 
killed by a bullet fired by 
Horiuclti. 

At the preliminary hearing 
Tuesday, Woodbury is expected to 
lay out the state’s evidence, col- 
lected during a five-year-long 
investigation. 

The U.S. Department of Justice 
is providing lawyers to help 


Horiuclti fight the state charge, 
and supports his bid to move the 
case to a federal court. Horiuclti 
was expected to appear at the 
hearing. 

“He is obligated to show,” 
Boundary County spokesman 
Mike Wdand said. “If lie doesn’t, 
he will lie held in contempt of 
court." 

The Justice Department 
declined to prosecute Horiuclti .in 
the case that led to obstruction of 
justice charges being filed against' 
a top nil official for destroying a 
critique of the siege written by 
headquarters officials. 

Magistrate Quentin Harden will 
determine whether there is proba- 
ble cause to bind Horiuclti over 
for trial in the state's district 
court. 

If convicted of involuntary 
manslaughter, Horiuclti could face. 


a 10-year prison sentence. 

The 13-year FBI veteran con- 
tends he has the right to move the 
case to federal court because such 
transfers are allowed for a federal 
officer prosecuted for conduct 
performed while carrying out offi- 
cial duties. 

A U.S. District Court judge in 
Boise will rule later on whether 
the case will be remanded to fed- 
eral court, Wdand said. 

Weaver’s 14-year-otd son, Sam, 
and deputy U.S. Marshal William 
Dcgan of Boston also were killed 
in a gun fight that began the 
siege. 

Horiuchi told a grand jury in 
1993 that he accidentally shot 
Mrs. Weaver in the head while 
aiming at u man running into the 
family cabin. Mrs. Weaver was 
standing at the door holding her 
infant daughter.

Kempton gives property rights 
another try; officials cool to idea .

BURLEY - The legislative 
fight over property rights may 
soon start all over again. 

Rep. Jim Kempton, R-Albion, 
said he plans to sponsor a bill to 
give private landowners the abili- 
ty to appeal what he calls the

The bill would make it easier 
for landowners to fight neighbor- 
ing plants or development that 
might lower property values, 
Kempton said.

Kempton said the bill would 
speed up the appeals process 
after a city or county makes a 
property decision. It can be a 
long and drawn-out process, he 
said, costing SIS, 000 to $300,000. 

“It should speed up the review 
process, get them into court 
quickly and get out," he said. 

The bill would also cap "frivo- 
lous” lawsuits, he said. It requires 
anyone filing a lawsuit to show 
the government’s decision has 
impacted their property value by 
20 percent or $20,000. 

“I don't like that, there is no 
basis for who decides the impact 
of the value,” Kempton said. 
“But it is a practicality of being 
able to present legislation.” 

He explained he didn't think 
the bill would pass if it didn't 
have safeguards. - 
Minidoka County Director of 
Community Development Paul 


Jury hears assault victim’s testimony

BURLEY - Alice Cuilzi, 81, tes- 
tified Monday afternoon in 5th 
District Court against the man 
prosecutors say tried to kill tier - 
her neighbor and former compan- 
ion, Harlan Conason, 64. 

Gonason’s trial opened Monday. 
He faces charges of assault with 
intent to commit murder. 

Cuilzi, who normally uses a 
walker, was escorted into the 
courtroom by two bailiffs. She 
told-the courushe and -Gonason - 
had spent the' night of April 21 
together in her apartment at 
1 Syringa Plaza. They ate breakfast 
and lunch together the next day, 
while Conason helped her orga- 
nize her closet. 

Conason spent the day drinking 
wine coolers, she said. She said 
she does not drink alcohol, 
because of the medication she 
• takes. 

Cuilzi said Conason was being 
evicted from his apartment, but 
she didn’t know why. She also 
said he had proposed marriage to 
her that morningi and she’d 
refused him. 

Later, the pair went to investi- 
gate some vandalism that had 
occurred in die complex and ended 
up iii Gonason’s apartment where 
he continued to drink. She said site 
sat on his couch and he gave her a 
"girlie magazine" to read. 

He took a shower, she said, and 
then strapped on a gun and hol- 


ster and danced around the room. 

“Were you frightened of his 
behavior?” Cassia County Deputy 
Prosecutor Howard Smyser asked. 

“No," she said. “He said, 
’There’s going to be a shootout 
tonight and I'm going to be there.’ 
I thought if he was going to a 
shootout, he must need the gun." 

Later, after Gonoson received a 
phone call from his son, Cuilzi 
said, they discussed driving to 
Twin Falls in a few days to visit 
relatives. Gonuson then suddenly 
pushed her on the floor and 
stuffed a blue handkerchief in her 
mouth and put his hands on her 
tiiroat, Guilzi said. 

“What were you thinking?” 
Smyser asked. 

"Is this my way of dying? 
Maybe it is," she said, "Maybe it 
is my time to go." 

Guilzi said Conason hit her in 
the mouth at some point, and 
knocked her back on the couch. 
She doesn’t remember how she 
got up off the floor. 

"I don’t know who brought me 
up to my feet, whether it was me 
or the Lord;" she said. 

• Guilzi said he took away her 
Lifeline - a necklace, with a but- 
ton the wearer can pash to notify 
a caretaker. She said Conason 
told her she wouldn’t need it any 
more, and added, Tve got to kill 
you." 

Deputy Robert Nay, who 
responded to a 911 call Guilzi said 
Gonason allowed her to make, 
said Gonason was wearing the 
Lifeline when he arrived at the 


scene. He said Gonason was wear- 
ing a holster and pistol and had a 
“mussed appearance." Nay could 
also tell he’d been drinking. 

Nay told die court that when he 
arrived, Guilzi ms sitting on the- 
couch and her nose was bleeding. 
Another deputy look the gun from 
Gonason for safety reasons, and 
Nay escorted Guilzi back to her 
apartment where she “broke 
down" and told him Gonason had 
tried to kill lier. 

Public Defender Robert 
Crandall asked Guilzi if she 
hadn't merely told the deputies 
(hat Gonason had iiad too much to 
drink. She said that was true; she 
didn't say he'd tried to kilt her 
• until she was back in her own 
apartment. 

The defense continued to note 
discrepancies in Guilzi’s story, 
involving how much time passed 
during the incident. Crandall nlso 
said that if Gonason had really 
intended to kill Guilzi, he could 
have done it easily since he was 
stronger than Guilzi, iind had sev- 
eral loaded guas at his disposal. 

The trial began after around 2 
112 hours of jury selection. A pool 
of 27 jurors were initially chosen 
and questioned by Smyser and 
Crandall throughout Monday 
morning 

Judge George Granata Jr. 
adjourned court until 9:30 a.m. 
today.

United Co-op merger closes 

Unity Power and I jght, Rural Electric Co. join after 7 months of planning

BURLEY - After seven months, 
10 joint board meetings and the 
signing of 82 documents, the 
merger of Unity Power and Light 
and the Rural Electric Company 
is finally official. 

United Electric Co-op Inc. will 
start business Jan. 1, Williams 
said, and members will see a 3 
percent decrease in bills that 
month. But the work won’t be 
done overnight, he added. 

“It will be a very, very busy 
first six months," he said. 

Between now and Jan. 1, 
Williams said, the co-op will start 
the “employee integration plan." 
combining 10 Unity employees 
and 14 Rural employees into one 


unit. Williams said Unified plans 
. to eliminate three jobs through 
attrition. 

Members of the two utilities 
voted for the merger at the end of 
November with a 96 percent mar- 
gin. giving the go-ahead for the 
first utility merger in Idaho since 
1947. ’ 

The co-op has invited other 
local utilities to join, hut none 
have made any steps. 

"We feel like we've opened 
that door," Williams said. “And 
that door is still open." 

Local Bonneville Power 
Administration official Larry King 
said the merger momentum is 
stronger elsewhere in the country. 
But with the threat of deregula- 
tion, Unity President Dwight 
Davis said, the two Itoards thought 
the move was the best choice. 


Roy Eiguron. the Boise allot- 
ney who facilitated the merger, 
predicted more mergers would 
take place in Idaho in the next 
year or two. 

“There are a lot of active, infor- 
mal discussions about it;” he said. 

At least for United, the move 
seems to have no drawbacks, 
Davis said. But United officials 
said joining two decades-old insti- 
tutions didn't come without some 
sleepless nights. 

The decision to merge doesn't 
come easily, said Rural's Board 
President George Toner, who will 
take the helm of the new com pa- 
.ny in January, "especially after 
80 years."

Association of Southeast Asian 
Nations tries to halt currency crisis 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia 
(AF) — Southeast Asian leaders 
appealed to Western self-interest 
Monday in seeking more help 
with their currency crises, after • 
struggling for two days and not 
coming up with tiny new ideas. 

The nine mem hers of the 
Association of Southeast Asian 
’Nations also talked of increasing 
trade among themselves, hut the 
emphasis was on finding outside 
support. 

The much-awaited ASEAN 
joint statement, issued on the 
second day of their three-day 
summit, contained no new initia- 
tives and failed to immediately 
shore up the region’s faltering 
currencies. 

The Malaysian ringgit, Thai 
baht mid Indonesian rupiah hit 
all-time lows Monday. Tile 
Japanese yen. Philippine peso 
and Singapore dollar also fell. 

Philippine President Fidel 
Ramos said several leaders at the 
meeting feared the sit util inti “is 
hound to gel worse before it gels 
better." 

Some of Southeast Asia's cur- 


rencies have lost more than 40 
percent of their value since the 
Thai baht was floated in July, 
sparking a chain reaction that hit 
markets worldwide. The interna- 
tional community has pledged 
$100 billion in bailouts. 

Th rung bout the summit, the 
region's leaders warned the 
United Stales and other econom- 
ic superpowers they should do 
more or face the consequences 
themselves. 

The Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 
said Sunday that Asia's financial 
turbulence could cut global eco- 
nomic growth hy nearly one per- 
centage (to in t in 1998, with an 
even bigger impact on Japan and 
oilier nearby countries. 

"Only through a globally con- 
certed action can the ongoing liq- 
uidity crunch lie prevented from 
becoming a total meltdown,” said 
Supachai Panitchpakdi, 
Thailand’s deputy prime minister 
and commerce minister. 

He suggested the. Group of 
Seven nations — the world’s 
leading economies — should 


meet immediately to address die 
need for financial reform. 

None of the leaders came right 
out and asked for more money, 
hut theydropped strong hints. 

Ramos said 1 ASEAN nations 
were asking Japan “to encourage 
other nations to come in ami give 
a hand." 

Japanese govern mem spokes- 
man Hiroshi Ilusluinoto said 
Prime Minister Ryu taro 
llashimoto was asked to hoy 
more from countries in the 
region but he said no. 

The leaders' statement called 
for speeding implementation of 
an emergency stabilization plan 
drawn up last month hy ASEAN 
deputy finance ministers in 
Manila. That deal so far has failed 
to generate market enthusiasm.

NANJING, China (AP) — Six ' 
decades haven't erased tho pain 
for Jiang Getigfu, whose eyes fill 
with tears as he recounts seeing 
his mother shot to death hy „ 

Japanese soldiers tftar bitter win-— 

ter 60 years ago. 

Japanese troops that captured 
the then-Chinese capital of 
Nanjing on Dec. 13, 1937, found 
Jiang's family hiding in a ruined 
house. One tried to rape his. 
mother. She resisted, and became 
one of the first casualties of what 
Chinese call the. “Nanjing 
Massacre" and others call the 
"Rape iTTNanjitig! 1 ’ 

“.The Japanese shot her twice. 
She died instantly,” the 67-year- 
old Jiang said, his voice breaking. 
.The rampage of murder and 
rape against a defenseless city 
continued for three, months, 
claiming at least 150,000 lives — 
— nr perhaps twice tliar numhcrrlt- 
would become for Chinese an 
enduring symbol of the savagery 
of Japanese occupation. 

Even as old age claims its last 
survivors, the horrific event resi 
on ales with younger Chinese 
resentful at Japan’s reluctance to 
come to terms with its wartime 
past and uneasy at its growing 
economic and military might. 

“It's a symbol of the fact that 
World War II did not end in any 
kind of satisfactory way between 
China and Japan. In a way,- it’s 
still not over," said Stephen R. 
MacKinnon, a historian at 
Arizona. State University who is 
writing a hook, on the Sino- 
Japanese war. 

Officially, the issue is closed. 
Japanese commanders blamed 
for the violence were executed as 
war criminals. Beijing settled its 
claims for war reparations when 
it opened diplomatic ties with 
Tokyo in 1972. 

Hut Chinese activists, many 
horn decades after Nanjing, have 
continued to agitate for Japan to 
compensate survivors. The issue 
fueled student protests in the 
mid-1980s. 

That has created a thorny 
problem for Chinese leaders, 
who can’t risk appearing unpa- 
triotic hy muzzling activists hut 
don’t want to offend Japan, a. 
major investor and aid donor. 
Activists, left .done most of the 
time, .are put under guard or 
removed from Beijing when 
Japanese officials visit. 

Japan has begun to acknowl- 
edge its atrocities, mentioning 
Nanjing in school books. Hut the 
text is vague, suggesting the civil- 
ian deaths occurred in battle. 
And as recently as 1994, a 
Japanese Cabinet minister was 
forced to step down after claim- 
ing the incident was a hoax. 

Scholars also are divided over 
die death toll. Chinese and some 
Western historians say as many 
as 300,000 were killed — accusa- 
tions some dismiss as exaggera- 
tions. 

Zlui Chcngshan, director of the 
Nanjing Massacre Memorial Hall, 
angrily dismisses such discussion 
as trivial and irrelevant. 

“It is history written in blood. 

... Even 300 deaths would he a

Recuperating Yeltsin works at health resort 


MOSCOW (AF) — Boris 
Yeltsin worked on documents 
and tried to recover from a viral 
infection at a government clinic 
Monday, while officials issued 
assurances that he remained in 
full control of die government. 

“No major question can he 
resolved without a discussion 
with the president," First Deputy 
I* rime Minister Anatoly Chubais 
told reporters. 


Yeltsin spokesman Sergei 
Yustrzhetnbsky said the president’s 
condition was unchanged: His tem- 
perature was normal and lie was 
going over government papers. 

“Tlie main plan of the Russian 
president nmv is to gut well," he 
told the ITAR-Tass news agency. 

Yeltsin has been at the 
Unrvikha health resort just out- 
side Moscow since last 
Wednesday. Doctors have told 


him he needs 10 to 12 days of rest 
to recover from a respiratory 
viral infection. 

Yeltsin appeared on national 
television Sunday and com- 
plained of a sore throat and of 
feeling weak, hut said his doctors 
had assured him he would he bet- 
ter soon. 

“In general, I’m not feeling 
well," suid Yeltsin, 66, speaking 
in a hoarse voice. 


UNICEF says malnutrition kills 6-7 million children every year 


FARIS (AF) — Malnutrition kills 
between 6 million and 7 million children 
every year, making it more lethal than 
any disease since the bubonic plague, 
UNICEF said Tuesday. 

Half the children in south Asia suffer 
from it, us well as a third of children in 
sub-Saharan Africa, according to the 
organization's annual “Stale of the 
World's Children" report} 

Carol Bellamy, executive director of 
the United Nations Children's Fund, said 
malnutrition “kills and handicaps chil- 
dren all over the world.” 

“Those malnourished children who do 
survive often don’t grow well," Bellamy 
said in an interview. “They have more

Malnutrition is not confined to the 
developing world. • 

UNICEF estimates more than 13 mil- 
lion children in the United States — or 
one in four children under 12 — cannot 
gel enough to eat. 


“It tends to lie worse at the end of the 
month, when people's paychecks run 
out,” Bellniny said, adding that one-sixth 
of U.S. children are borh into poverty — 
a higher proportion than in any other 
industrialized nation. 

The re|H>rt paints a devastating picture 
of children left wit houi access to enough 
food and the vitamins and minerals they 
need to develop. 

Among its findings: 

• Anemia in infancy and early child- 
hood, brought on hy a lack of iron, can 
lower a child's IQ hy about nine points. It 
also contributes to more than 20 percent 
of all post-part uni deaths of mothers in 
Africa and Asia. 


• A lack of iodine in the diets of preg- 
nant mothers can cause “profound men- 
tal retardation” in their children. 

• Vitamin A deficiency, affecting 

about 100 million young children world- 
wide, cun t;ause blindness and impair 
immune systems. It reduces resistance to 
diarrhea, which kills 2.2 million children 
a year. • 

• By sunning growth, malnutrition 
leaves a child open to countless other 
risks in adulthood. A study in 
Guatemala, for example, tied malnutri- 
tion to the deaths of women during child- 
birth, with shorter women at greater risk. 

The report also contained some good 


The percentage of malnourished 
children in Latin 'America has shrunk 
by half since 1970, from 20 percent to 
10 percent, even though those coun- 
tries have seen income levels rise only 
slightly in the past 27 years, Bellamy 
said. 

And to fight iodine deficiency, more 
than 60 percent of the world’s salt has 
been iodized, up from 12 percent five 
years ago. 

“That’s the best way for anyone to get 
the small amount of iodine they need,” 
Bellamy said. 

She said such small changes are the 
most effective ways governments can 
fight malnutrition.

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TWIN FALLS - More than two years ago, local 
members of American Mothers Inc. asked volunteers 
in the community to make baby quilts to be given to 
agencies helping needy families. 

Since July 1995, when Melissa Jensen made a quilt 
for her youth project for the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, more than 500 quilts have been dis- 
tributed, said Lorayne O. Smith of Twin Falls, who 
heads the project. 

This fall, the project, which is an offshoot of the 
notional American Mothers Inc. program of making 
quilts for babies with AIDS, expanded to other Magic 
Valley towns. 

"At thut time, all the local agencies seemed to be 
supplied, so we decided to donate to agencies outside 
of Twin Falls," Smith said. • 

Maureen Williams, local AMI member, lias taken 
quilts to Hailey twice for use by battered women, and 
needy infants at St. Benedicts Family Medical Center 
in Jerome have had warm covering when they went 
home. Linda Helms, another member who is

Some 20 individuals of all ages, including a circle of ’ 
the’ United Methodist Women in Kimberly and an 
Eagle Scout in Twin Falls, have contributed to this 
record of 523 quilts. Smith said.

Smith said she asks agency officials to contact her 
when they need more quilts, but few do. Now, howev- 
er, the Salvation Army leaders say they are in need of 
quilts for their Christmas project. 

So any new quilting volunteers will be welcome, 
and the “old standbys" have been alerted. 

The quilts sliotdd be either 36 incites liy 36 indies or 38 
indies by 44 indies, of cotton or cotton/polyester blend 
and filled with polyester fritting. They cut lie quilted by- 
hand or madrine or tied with embroidery floss. 

Since word of the American Mothers baby quilt pro- 
ject has spread. Smith also has received several wel- 
come donations of piece goods from estate sales or 
people moving into a smaller house or cleaning their 
grandma’s attic. She then gives the material to quit- 
ters who welcome not having to buy all their material, 

“It sometimes becomes a low-key exchange market 
of the yardage is too nice to cut iio for 


quilts,” Smith says. But all donations are put to good 
use. Site gave Sister Rosemary at Guadalupe Center 
material suitable for costumes for her Christmas pro- 
gram in Jackpot, and Winona Watson, district AMI 
coordinator, has sent yardage from a recent donation 
of new material to her church's mission in California.

Tax software companies offer free electronic filing

WASHINGTON — In the debate over 
improving the IRS, all sides agree on one 
thing: Increasing electronic filing of tax 
returns will speed the agency’s job while 
lowering the chances for errors. - 
So with the rapid proliferation of home 
computers, .why did barely 2 percent of 


all taxpayers who filed their taxes elec- 
tronically do so with their home comput- 
ers? 

For many, the sticking point lias begn 
the extra S10 people arc charged for 
transmission. 

But this year, the two leading makers 
of tax software are offering free electron- 
ic filing with their programs: Kiplinger’s 


Tax Cut and Turbo Tax deluxe edition. 

“The reason for the free electronic fil- 
ing is that focus groups tell us, 'Why 
should I pay for something that I could 
do for free?’” said Gene Coldenlterg, vice 
president and publisher at Block 
Financial Corp., publisher of Kiplinger’s 
Tax Cut.

Bargain hunting boosts stocks

thfc impact of Asia's economic crisis on 
U.S. businesses eased. Monday, sending 
the Dow Jones industrial average to ils 
first gain in more than a week. 

The world's best-known stock barome- 
ter, which rose more than 109 points in- 
afternoon trading, ended the day with a 
gain of 84.29 at 7,922.59. 

Broad-market ipdexes were mixed, hut 
well above early morning levels. Bargain- 
hunting of technology stocks helped lift 
tlie Nasdaq composite index from a near- 
ly a 21-point decline to finish almost 
unchanged. 

For weeks, uncertainty about the eco- 
nomic climate in Asia has plagued U.S. 
financial markets. Investors worry that 
stalled Asian growth may hurt profits of 
U.S. corporations that sell products or 
services in Asia or compete with prod- 
uqts made the re. 

The Dow dropped, nearly .111 points 
last week on Asian concerns. 

Bin there were some encouraging 
developments to help soothe investors' 
nerves Monday. 

"It’s not as though we are completely 
over what is going in Asia. There still is a 
dark cloud over this market," said Hugh 
-JohusotiTcbief invesifnehtliuicer at Mrst 
Albany Corp. “But fur a moment, we 
started getting over the worry.” 

Behind much of Monday's gains was " 
news from Soutii Korea that it pledged 
to restructure its financial sector and 
open it to foreign investment. 

The South Korean government indicat- 
ed that it will sell at least one debt-rid- 
den commercial bank to foreigners and 
planned to raise badly needed foreign 
■currency by issuing state bonds overseas. 

Also boosting stocks were hopes that 
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Japan would soon announce a plan to aid 
its ailing financial system.

with interests in Asia benefited from the 
fading worries. Citicorp rose 5 5/16 to 
132 1/8, Chase Manhattan rose 1 3/16 at 
112 1/4 and J.R. Morgan rose 2 11/16 at 
119 3/4.

And despite the explosive 
growth of personal computers and 
Internet access, just 367,000 tax- 
payers filed their taxes electroni- 
cally using their home computers 
and tax preparation software. 

The $10 fee is charged by com- 
panies that receive the tax data 
from the home computer user and 
forward it to the IRS. 
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
